Maine's Game Laws. 


Some of our exchanges appear to be la- 


boring under a misapprehension of fact in 


• regard to the murder of the two game war- 


dens on the Maohias waters, attributing it 
in part to the severity of the laws which 
they say discriminate in favor of the 
sportsman and act'as a barrier against the 
hunter who is Simply after food. This is 
not so, particularly in this case, as the 
close time for deer is oft" and there was 
nothing to prevent Graves or McFarUnd 
from shooting deer in a legitimate man- 
ner. TJje trouble rose from the fact as al- 
leged that the men weie starting out to 
hunt with a dog 
This the law strictly 


prohibits. 
Any peison having a dog in 


his possession JOr the purpose of running 
deer is liable to a fine and the law further 
authorizes any peison to kill a dog found 
hunting mopse, deer, or caribou. The offi- 
cers m the execution of their duty attempt- 
ed to t ike the dog from Graves and Mc- 
Farland and were brutally murdered in 
their tra<-ks 
Even had they exceeded the 


letter of the law no (ustiScation could be 
found for the dastardly act committed by 
Graves, and certainly the provocation, ac- 
cording to the account of the oulv eye 
witness, was not sufficient to throw the 
men into such a passion that they were un- 
able to curb their feelings until both war- 
dens lay cold-m death. The crime seems 
to ha\ e been the'nabuial outcome of an era 
of lawlessness among the poachers of that 
section of the State, prevailing for some 
time past. 


As to the alleged severity o^ the lans we 


do not agree with some of our contempo- 
raries. Under the old order of things in 
this State deer, moose and caribou had 
become practically extinct. 
Then the 


law was framed and modified to meet the 
different emergencies, and its beneficial 
effect Is shown by the fact that our woods 
to-day abound-with game. 
The only 


question seems to be whether the men 
who go into the woods to hunt shall kill 
at any or all seasons of the year in any 
form they see n't, until, as a natural re- 
sult, nothing is left woith killing, or 
whether by>the strict enforcement of ju- 
dicious law s sufficient protection shall be 
afforded to make the game a source-of, 
rei 


com£s to an official recount before the 
Court these errors or frauds are discovered 
and sometimes the result is entirely 
changed. As the House now stands thete 
are 27 Bepublicans, 32 Democrats and 1 
Labor vote, while the Senate stands 12 Re- 
publicans and 9 Democrats. We are quite 
confident of gaining four Assemblymen 
from the contested districts, in which re- 
counts have already been ordered, but of 
course this is merely a matter of specula- 
tion. We have discovered evidences of in- 
coriect returns in the contested districts of 
Mercer, Salem, Atlantic, Essex and Pas- 
saic. If we gam four of these our mem- 
bership in the next House will be thirty- 
one, instead of twenty-seven, as now,while 
the Democratic membership will tie de- 
creased accordingly. This would give us 
a majority of probably six on a joint bal- 
lot and the control of both Houses.
